STORAGE OF 
FURS. 


A Basln«» WliJch IB Assuming Extenalr* 


r 
Proportions in Large dtie*. 


Furriers have two harvests. One ia 


on the approach of cold weather, 
when they sell furs, and the other is 
on the approach of hot weather when 
they store them. Moths are the great 
terror of those who own fine firs, and 
what a terrible thing it would be if a 
sealskin saoque, which cost two hun- 
dred and fifty dollars, should be found 
next fall riddled with these destruc- 
tives! This is often, however, the re- 
sult when they are put away by those 
who are -not experts,, for moths wil 
get in at the -very slightest crevices, 
aud often they succeed even when very 
great care has 
been 
taken. 
This 


trouble and risk arc avoided by send- 
ing one's lurs to the furriers, where 
they are kept safely until rpquiied. 
The fuiriers chaigealmmUomefee, .md 
some houses clear enough horn tins 
item alone to pay thoir lent and store 
expenses far the whole year. The ex- 
tent ot the business may be mleiivd 
from the fact that ncaily ton llioiisrnd 
suaKkin sacques \\eie worn 111 this 
city last wmtor besides othoi lurs, and 
also fur-trimmed diesses, winch 10- 
quiro an aluio.st equal degree ot caie. 


Fur dealers say that the only \\ay to 


keep furs is to clean them thoionglily 
and then put them away m very tight 
boxes 
The moths, however, ".ire so 


penetrative that constant vigilince is 
necessary," and hence e\ery iortnight 
the furs must be taken out, beaten and 
restored to the boxes, 
At such times 


the grubs are occasionally noticed, 
and 
this shows the need of such 


precaution. The fur dealers also say 
they prefer this method to the use of 
any preventives, as the latter are gen- 
erally injurious. Campboi, for instance, 
which is so commonly used is injurious 
to sable and some other lurs, and its 
unpleasant odor renders it very objec- 
tionable. Tar paper is used by somo 
people, but the fur dealers object to it 
because of the strong smell which it 
leaves on any thing with winch it 
co'mes in contact. Tobacco and cedar 
wood are found unreliable, and the f tu- 
riers, therefore, depend almost solely 
on the above described method. 


Those who can not store their furs in 


this manner must, of course, re&ort to 
camphor, oil cedar, tobacco, tar paper 
and other preventives and then "put 
up" with the inevitable odor 
When 


storage, however, is accessible it will 
be found the better way, because it is 
always free fiom the risk which attends 
all other methods 
A lady, ior in- 


stance, who had some veiy valuable 
furs made the lemaik to a lur dealer: 
"Why should I pay you-for taking care 
of my t'uis when I can doit just as well 
myself1"' 
She was a ^ ery capable wo- 


man and put her luts safely m boxes, 
on whose joints she pasted strips of 
paper, thus making them peiiectly 
tight. One season she was successful, 
but the next time this method was tried 
the furs were to eaten as to be spoiled. 
Thumoth had penetrated in some mvs- 
terious manner or else the eggs had 
been laid piOMously. At any late, the 
lesson came too lato. The expen.se of 
stor'ng a two hundred and fifty dollar 
sacque is ten dollars, which is certainly 
very reasonable These goods are hung 
up iu dark closets and m this manner 
are preserved ±rom 
creases, 
which 


would injure their appearance. The 
furrier gives a rpceipl, and e ich one 
beais its owner's nanio, and m this 
manner identity of ownorship is pre-

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LOCOMOTIVE HEADLIGHTS. 


Why They Could lio Removed \Vlthou6 


Deriimmit to Anybody. 


"There aie twenty-five thousand lo- 


:omotives in the United States." said a 
railway ollicial, "and 
every one of 


thorn is fuinished with a headlight 
A 


loeomotne without a headlight would 
look like a dog without a nose, and 
most people would say that it is next 
to impossible to run a locomotive with- 
out a big lain)) m trout. 
Yet I am of 


the opin on Ui.it tliesi Limps aie almost 
useless, and that they could be taken 
oil ot most locomotives without detri- 
ment to anybody. Headlights are not 
in use in England, and we have used 
them in America simply became some- 
bodv.used them before us 
We have 


become so accustomed to them that 
most people t h i n k that a locomotive 
without a lamp could not be run with 
safety, but 1 am convinced tJmttheic la 
more danger in thoir use than in their 
absence 
1 speak, of couise of road 


ngines, and not of thoso nst d in yards. 


On a roatl engine the headlight is of uo 
eaithlj use to the engineei,it obstructs 
Ins vision so that he can not see his 
switch-lights, and I think that every 
tlnukiug engineer will come to the 
conclusion that he woyld rather run m 
the night without a lamp than with it, 
as he can see better in the dark. Red 
can not be seen distinctly under such a 
powerful light when the engine is run- 
ning rapidly. A green light under the 
brilliant illumination of a headlight 
appears yellow, and \ blue light ap- 
pears pale. I know oi accidents which 
have occurred trom this cause, and tho 
eye-sight of every engineer having a 
night run is put under a tenible strain 
by continually gating ahead into such 
a light surrounded by such dense dark- 
ness 
If there is any good argument 


ia favor of the retention of headlights 
on road locomotives it is that travelers 
by public highways who have to cross 
railroads at grade enn see the train , 
coming nt a greater distance by means 
of the headlights. But it would be 
cheaper for the roads to rig up auto- 
matic warning bells at every grade 
crossing than to continue the use of so 
many unneeded lamps 
The new elec- 


tric headlight put on the market a few 
years ago was a success as a light- 
giver, but it has not been generally in- 
troduced, 
simply 
because 
railroad 


managers know that headlights on 
road locomotives are practically use- 
legs, and that a more powerful light 
would be positively dangei ous."—Chi- 
caqo Herald.

When these queries were applied and 
the dedication was made that they were 
intended to overawe workhi^men, there 
were cries of "Kill them," "Hang them." 
The bitter cries seemed to come from the 
Immediate vicinity o! the wagon. Mr. 
Harrison did not estimate that auy more 
tjian $00 actual sympathizers with the 
speakers appeared to be present. 


Mr. Hwrisou said of the crowd which 


surrounded the speakers' stand, the ma- 
jority appeared to be Germans, Bohem- 
ians and Poles. 
Probably the greater 


number were Germans. 
The speaking, 


or (all that he heard, was in EnRlisU. 
When the witness left the vicinity of the 
speakers' stand, Parsons was still speak- 
Injj. Proceeding to the Rcsplames Street 
Stado* he remained there about five 
minutes before leaving lor his home. 
When he started to leave the bcene there 
were no signs ol rain, and the crowd 
present did not seem to him to exceed 
flvo hundred persons. 


Captain Black asked the witness what 


he said to laspector Bonileld when he was 
at the police station. 


The prosecution objected. 
Capiain Black sa'ul he desired to show 


that the movement, of the police was in 
the nature of a deliberate attack. 


The State's siUomey withdrew the ob- 


jection. 


Mayor Harrison said he told Inspector 


Bonflelil that he thought the speaking 
wns about to close anil that he thought 
there would be no trouble. He advised 
that 
he 
should 
disperse 
the re- 


serve force of police held at the various 
stations. Tlie inspector said he had al- 
ready given these orders. The inspector 
said that he hart heard rumors regarding 
another projected enterprise that night 
by riotous persons which would cause 
him to hold the Desplaines station squad 
In reserve. 


On the cross-examination Mr. Grinnell 


asked the witness whether he had not 
been advleed of an attempt to burn the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul freight 
depot. 


Objected to by the dufenee. 
The State's attorney then asked what 


the rumor was he hud hoard of. 


Tbe Major said Inspector Bonfleld had 


been advised that the meeting, before it 
•djonrned, wonld attempt to burn the 
Milwaukee & St. Paul depot. The In- 
spector had also been advised that the 
meeting hud been called to distract at- 
tention Irom other quarters. When he 
left the poHce station the Inspector was 
given discretionary powers as to the dis- 
persal of the meeting or to qnell any 
other disturbances. The Mayor said he 
bad made np nis mind to prevent a re- 
currence ol the scenes at McCormick's If 
It was in his power to do so. 


This closed the examination ol the 


witness. 


Mr. Martin Simon, a traveling sales- 


man, 
was at the Haymarket meeting. 


During the afternoon lie was given a cir- 
cular by some one on West Lake street. 
The circular was submitted by the de- 
fense. It was a copy ol the "Revenge" 
ciicular, except that it had the heading 
"Attention, Woikingmen," instead of 
"Kcvcnge," and omitted the line "Work- 
ingmen, come armed 
and 
appear in 


in fall force," which appears m the 
"fievenge" circular. The witness was 
present at the Haymarket meeting about 
half-past seven o'clock. At the meeting he 
met Captain Ward, ol the police, who in- 
introdnced him to Inspector Bonfleld. 
Near the Desplaines Street station tlie 
witness met Mayor Harrison and iutro 


dnced himsell to the mayor. From the 
police station tbe witness returned to 
the meeting and mounting an iron stair- 
way near the speakers' wagon remained 
there during tbe meeting and until after 
the explosion of the bomb. The wit- 
ness heard a portion of Spies' speech 
and all ol 
Parsons' and Fielden's 


speeches. 
His 
version

did 
not 
materially 
diflw 


from the short-hand reports of It. In 
Parsons' speech, he heard him s»pt 
"To 


aims!" He beard persona In toe crowd 
cry: "Shoot Gouldl" PUBOM »ald, In 
reply to this, tbat H was not Individuals 
they wanted to kill, but to OT«rtnrn sys- 
tems. He said Fielden spoke very load. 
He said there was no use lor the people 
to attempt any thing by legislation. When 
Fielden was speaking the crowd began 
to leave. 
While Fielden WM speak- 


ing some one said: "Let us adjonrn 
to a hall." Fielden said he w«s nearly 
through. About this time the witness 
saw the police approaching. 
He heard 


some one warn the crowd to disperse. 
Some one on the wagon said: "ThU Is a 
peaceable meeting." The bomb exploded 
within a second or two later. The wit- 
ness did not hear_ any one eidaim

hounds 1" or any exclamation of tUatkind. 
He heard no pistol shots prior to the ex- 
plosion of the bomb. 
The witness saw 


the bomb thrown. 
Tbe mnn who threw 


tbe bomb was standing behind some 
boxes near the sidewalk, about twenty 
feet south of the alley, lie was positive 
it was not thrown from the-alley. Im- 
mediately alter tbe explosion ot the 
bomb there .was pistol 
firing. 
The

after 
the 
explosion. 
The 
witness 


joined the crowd at the foot ot the stair- 
way and ran west on Randolph street. 
Tbe witness said that prior to Ike meet- 
ing he asked Inspector Boafleld about the 
trouble In the southwestern portion ol 
the city. The inspector said the trouble 
with these people was that they broaght 
their women and children with them. 
The Inspector remarked tha* he wouta 
like to get three thousand of them to- 
gether and he would "m»ke short work 
ol them." 
On cross-examination, the witness said 


he had called on Captain Sehaaek severe! 
limee to report disorderly disturbance* «t 
meetings ol tho Salvation Array. He h«d 
visited tbe police stations on several 
other occasions to enter complaints el 
various kinds. 
He did not know either 


Captain Ward or Inspector Bonfleld. Best- 
tended the meeting to hear what the 
Socialist speakers bad to say, as be had 
the impression that the papew didn't rep- 
resent the lacts respecting this class ol 
meeting fairly. The cross-examination 
of Mr. Martin Simon was continued until 
tlie noon adjournment without being 
concluded. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The cross-examination of Slmonson oc- 


cupied a full half hour at the beginning 
of tlie afternoon session, but without ap- 
parent result. 


At this point the defense corumeuced 


the introduction of a long line ol wit- 
nesses to corroborate the new theory of 
the defence in legard to the throwing of 
the bomb. It \\as sought to be shown 
tbat the deauly missile came not from 
near the speakers' wagon Into the ranks 
of tlie police, but arose perhaps thirty 
feet south ol the wagon, and was hurled 
tluough the air in a northwesterly direc- 
tion, and, therefore, In a manner toward 
the speakers' wagon. 


Another novel feature was the offering 


ot evidence to piove that Spies went not 
uninvited to the meeting on the black 
road, out of which grew tbe not at Mc- 
Cormick's, und which was the occasion 
for ihe Haymarket gathering. Spies, the 
defense claimed by their witnesses, went 
there on the invitation of the delegate of 
the Lumber Shovers' IJnion to the Cen- 
tral Labor Union, of which the lumber 
sliovers' organization is a part. 


John Ferguson, janitor of the buildings 


at Clinton and Washington, who is also 
proprietor of a small tailor-shop at that 
place, and has lived seventeen years in 
Chicago, was the flrst witness alter 
Simonson. 
Ferguson testibed that the 


speeches ol Spies nnd Parsons in the 
Haymarket were not at all Incendiary. 
After listening to Fielden a few mlnutei 
witness heard some one interrupt with a 
proposition to adjourn. The crowd wa» 
beginning to dwindle. The witness him- 
self left and had reached the sonthwest 
corner ol 
Randolph and Desplalnea 


streets. He saw the police "ro*h out" 
of a side street and "whirl down" the 
street. 
They were coming very rapidly. 


One of the officers repeatedly ordered the 
police to hurry up. Suddenly there was 
a report and he saw tlie flashes of pistols. 


"Where were the flashes?" interjected 


one of the attorneys for the delenae. 


"They were all in the middle ol the 


street south of Itaudolph street," re- 
plied the witness. 


"Did you see any flashes on either side 


ol the street where the crowd stood?" 


"No sir." 
When the witness left the meeting just 


previous to tbe coming of the police the 
crowd was very orderly. 


"Are you a socialist?" asked Mr. 


Zeisler for the defense. 


"No, sir," answered the witness. 
"An anarchist?" 
"No, sir." 
"A communist?" 
Again the reply was negative, and the 


witness was turned over to tlie State's 
attorney, whose cross-questioning was 
brief and, on the whole, unproductive. 


The next witness, Lndwig Zeller, sec- 


retary of the Central Labor Union, .on tbe 
night of May 4 wjs at No. 54 West Lake 
street until 10:15. He went to tbe Hay- 
market and took up a position a few steps 
eouth ol the lamp, facing the wagon. He 
heard no reply from any one on the wagon 
to Captain Ward's command to disperse. 
He saw a light arise from a point ten or 
twelve feet sonth and fall in tbe mldet of 
the police. The course offthe bomb ^aa 
in a north westerly direction. Alter the 
explosion the witness ran sooth. He 
saw no citizens shooting, but many fall- 
ing. 


The witness w«s here asked by the'de^ 


fense in regard to a meeting of the Cen- 
tral Labor Union, May 2 
Zeller said he 


was there, representing 
Cigar-makers' 


Union No. 15. The delegates Irom the 
Lumber-shovers' Union made a request 
that ihe Central LaborUnionscnd a good 
speaker to a meeting that was to be held 
on tlie Black road. Fielden and Spies 
were named as specially desirable. 


On cross-examination, the 
wltnfss 


staled that be once belonged to the 
South Side group of the Internationalists, 
but ceased to be a member last Decem- 
ber 
He denied being an Anarchiit, but1 


admitted that his place of residence wtt 
No 64 West Luke street, the noted gath- 
eniig place ol tbe Anarchists. 


Carl Richter, an Intellectual-looking 


German, who is at present aworker In the 
fancy leather trade, but has been an actor 
in a German company, was at the Hay- 
market meeting. He stood inttthe first 
•illey north of Randolph streetjr leaning 
ngalnst the lamp-post. Rlchter's testi- 
mony corresponded with that of tbe two 


precedlnttwltneaaea, but 
In addition. Witness saldta «M m» * 
SocWUt;anAaarcWstora Common!^. 
STad never betonjred to 1**™™ «• 
ganlzatiqn. He to married, h»f Hv«dto 
fbe United Siates fourteen year*, and to 
" "lifthe croI^examimiUon it was ascer- 
tained that the witness does not live 
with his wife, and that n large portion ol 
nu time in this country has been spent 
as a saloon-keeper aud bartender. 


A carpenter uHrned Freidrlch Liebei, 


antther spectator at the 
Haymarket 


meeting, testified tbat he arrived there 
about eight o'clock. He stood near the 
lamp-post in the alley on the east side ol 
Baodolph street. The evidence given by 
Liebei was substantially the same as 
what had been sworn to by Ferguson, 
Zeller and Klchter. 
Many questions 


were put to Liebei, and to all other wit- 
nesses, who lestilled during the after- 
noon 
that 
they 
bad 
stood 
near

to whether Spies or 
Schwab were 


seen by them to enter there. 
The wit- 


nesaeo for the defense, one and all, weie 
positive, solar »»ttey knew, that neither 
ol the two defendants went near the 
alter that night. The inference evident- 
ly Intended by tbe delense was that 
previous testimony lor the Stale that 
Soles and 
Schwab handed the fatal 


bomb to a companion In the alley was 
untrue. This point was dwelt on at such 
<»re*t length with the last witness that 
there remained no time lor cross-exam- 
ination by the State, aud he wllH'c 
placed on the stand Ihe flrst thing to- 
morrow.

The ordinary Paria o0en*» d* police, 


or policemen, are neatly nnifornxed in 
blue, with military cap and heavy 
overcoat in winter. Moat of them 
hare been soldiers, and they are 
selected for their height, erectness and 
military bearing. They have a certain 
air of dignity which seems to render 
them unapproachable, but if addressed 
politely they are usually amiable and 
impart all the information in their 
power. Lift your hand to one of them 
when you wish a favor and you will 
find him devoted to your service. They 
pace the* streets in an erect and method- 
ical way, not allowing their attention 
to be distracted by any disorder that 
does not amount to a genuine disturb- 
ance. 
An 
English 
or 
American 


policeman 
rushes 
in 
everywhere 


where the peace threatens to be broken, 
and is the first on hand to assist in case 
of accident. 
The Paris policeman 


seems to have no instructions of this 
kind. He waits till the peace-is actu- 
ally broken, and if there is a runaway 
he permits private citizens to pick up 
the wounded and gather together tha 
shattered remnants of the vehicle. His 
military stiffness prevents his pursuing 
a thief with indecorous speed. He 
nevertheless quickens his pace, at the 
simie time raising theory, -'Stopthief!" 
when perhaps some law-abiding person 
interposes or some nimble pedestrian 
joins in the chase and effects the cap- 
ture. Very little of the espionage or 
dirty work falls to his share. This is 
done by the secret agents called agents 
de marurs, or by other names, by the 
department, but mouchiirds By other 
citizens, who detest tlium thoroughly. 
They are always in citizen's dress, 
but 
have 
a 
badge of 
authority 


which they show when necessary. 
To better perform their work they as- 
sume the blouse of the laborer, the 
dress of priests, the white aprons iof 
cooks and garcons, the silkhat, portfo- 
lio and tuoughtful air of the lawyer,-or 
lawyer's clerk, or the garb of mendic- 
ity. 
Their business is to watch the 


criminal classes and to keep the morals 
of the city. They have the entry .of 
houses at all hours without other legal 
authorization than their official posi- 
tion. The mouchard is considered by 
tha honest classes of Paris as no better 
than a blackmailer, who will let any 
one whom he has arrested escape for a 
gratuity, that is if the arrest hag not 
been effected under such conditions of 
publicity as render it impossible. He 
and his calling are therefore looked 
upon as simply infamous. 


But though the mouchards are num- 


bered by thousands, and though they 
are omnipresent, they have the assist- 
ance of another class still lower and 
baser. These are the moutons. The 
•mention is usually a discharged crim- 
inal, who is allowed to co-operate with 
the mouchard, giving him such infor- 
mation as he can about other criminals 
or aiding him in the espionage of peo- 
ple in respectable positions who it is 
thought need watching. It is hardly 
necessary to say that no mouton vill 
ever betray any one to the police, no 
matter what the offense may be, if he 
can make any money out of the offend- 
er. Not only do they as a class con- 
stantly try to extort money, but the 
quasi-official protection which they re- 
ceive allows them to continue a career 
of fraud and robbery which the police 
either ignore or condone. A portion 
of the mouchards, all the moutons, the 
professional blackmailers and the class 
that depends on the wages of criminals 
are therefore closely connected to-, 
gether. They aid, protect and conceal 
one another, and this result comes 
naturally from a poKce system in which 
secret espionage that confounds great 
crimes with small plays so important a 
part. The police system of Paris, far 
the most costly in the world, must be 
judged by its fruits, and those fruits 
are the constant increase of all kinds 
of crime, especially those of violence 
and murder. 
If some thousands of 


those who are engaged in watching the 
morals of the community not so much 
with reference to purity as their own 
gain were put openly on the trail of a 
score of unknown murderers of the 
past winter it is possible that a capture, 
might be effected.—Ports 
Cor. San
